the decision or the course they will 
pursue in the future. 
From this tim e until the final judg 
ruent of the United 
States 
supreme 
court proceedings in the Minnesota 
rate cases will be as follows: 
The recommendations and findings 
of 
Judge < 
E. Otis, 
master, 
were 
served upon all attorneys of record. 
Thirty days is allowed in which to 
file exceptions and point out errors 
in the record. 


To Decide Case on Its Merits. 


The completed case, with testimony, 
recommendations of the master and 
exceptions w ill then go to Judge W al 
ter H. Sanborn, who, sitting as the 
United States circuit court, will hear 
arguments of counsel on the excep 
tions and errors and decide the case 
on its merits. 
The decision w ill be either the dis­ 
solution of the temporary injunction 
against the railroads, or making the 
same permanent. 
In either case, it 
being 
a 
constitutional 
question 
in­ 
volved, an appeal w ill be taken direct 
to the United States supreme court, 
without an intermediate decision by 
the United States circuit court of ap 
peals. 
The time in which the decisive opin­ 
ion of the highest court may bo ex 
peeted is uncertain. 
It is probable that there will be no 
changes in the passenger and freight 
rates in controversy pending the ae- 
cisfon of the last appeal. 
Railroad rate legislation passed b> 
the state legislature in the past sev­ 
eral years received a body blow in 
the decision of Judge Charles E. Otis 
that rate reductions ordered are con­ 
fiscatory 
and, 
therefore, 
unconstitu­ 
tional. 
The 
railroads are 
also en­ 
joined by the decision from keeping 
the rates in effect in the state. 
The 2-cent passenger rate and the 
recent reduction of freight rates in all 
commodity 
lines 
must 
now be 
in­ 
creased to the old figures prevailing 
before the beginning of the state rail­ 
road and warehouse commission’s at­ 
tempts to reduce them. 
The decision holds that any attempt 
on the part of the railroad commission 
to adjust rates 
is 
a 
discrimination 
against the regulation 
of 
interstate 
commerce and 
therefore 
unconstitu­ 
tional. 
The effect of his decision is 
apparently wide enough to nearly wipe 
out 
the ratemaking 
powers of the 
railroad and warehouse commission. 
The 
decision 
probably w ill 
be 
ap­ 
pealed, if the m aster’s findings are 
sustained by the court.

CIVIL WAR VETERANS MARCH 


Pass in Review Before Vice President 
Sherman. 


Atlantic City, N. J., Kept. 22.— With 
a step devoid of its elasticity, the griz­ 
zled veterans, bent by weight of years 
but with the old spirit that won them 
many a victory on the field of battle, 
the Union veterans of the C ivil war 
again marched in review. 
As they 
marched in slightly faltering cadence 
through 
the Hag 
bedecked 
avenues 
they were 
acclaimed 
by the largest 
crowd that ever saw a parade in At 
lantic City. 
Eighteen thousand is the estimated 
number who passed the grand stand 
and received the salute of a command­ 
er-in-chief, the vice president of the 
United 
States 
aud the governor of 
New Jersey. 
The thinning lines of the G. A 
R. 
were 
more 
noticeable 
than 
ever. 
Many of the states were represented 
by a mere handful of veterans. 
The 
smallest 
delegation 
was 
Arizona, 
which had just one old grizzled vet­ 
eran in line, who got nearly as much 
applause as he marched along as did 
the big arm y of Pennsylvania, which 
had the largest number in the parade. 
The 
Keystone state, Massachusetts, 
New York, New Jersey and the de­ 
partment of the Potomac monopolized 
more than half of the procession.

Chicago, Sept. 22.— The remarkable 
financial returns of tho Chicago and 
Northwestern railroad in the last ten 


I years were brought out in the rate 
hearing 
before 
the 
interstate com­ 
merce commission by attorneys for the 
shippers, who are fighting an increase 
of freight rates, and additional testi­ 
mony of startling nature was adduced. 
The witness for the day was W . A. 
Gardner, vice president in charge of 
operation, aud 
maintenance 
of 
the 
road. 
His testimony, elicited by cross-ex­ 
amination by Attorney Frank Lyon for 
the commission, was, in short, that the 
company 
thought 
itself 
entitled to 
raise freight charges now in spite of 
the fact that in ten years it had re­ 
turned to its stockholders in direct 
dividends and in unappropriated sur­ 
plus more than the amount of capital 
stock. 
The witness also controverted 
testimony of Illinois Central officers 
previously that the increase in cost 
of operation and maintenance was, in 
large measure, due to higher cost of 
materials. 
Mr. Gardner’s opinion was 
that the increase in cost of labor and 
the restrictions put upon workmen by 
unions and sim ilar associations were 
the largest factors in cutting down not 
profits. 
Mr. Gardner 
did 
agree, 
however, 
with the previous railroad officials who 
testified that a railroad ought to be 
permitted to charge shippers enough

DEFEAT FOR WILLIAM BARNES 


Minnesota Legislature Opposed 


to Such Measure. 


St. Paul, Sept. 22.— Returns 
from 
the legislative tights of Tuesday indi­ 
cate that there w ill be no county op­ 
tion bill passed by the next legisla­ 
ture, although 
the 
movement 
may 
have more votes in the house and less 
in the senate than it had at the last 
session. 
The indications are that the 
county optioning will be from five to 
eight or more short of a m ajority in 
the senate and six or more short of a 
majority in the house. 
Two years ago 
the bill was defeated ill the house. 44 
to 73, and four years ago, when it was 
last voted on iii the senate, the vote 
vias 22 to 37. there being four absent. 
F. W. /oilm an, attorney 
for 
the 
Minnesota Brew ers’ association, said 
that they had 
heard 
from enough 
counties to make it certain that they 
would have 36 votes In the senate out 
of 63. 
In this he counted on such dis­ 
tricts where all the candidates were 
opposed to county option. There were 
a couple of doubtful counties which 
he had not counted, he said, and there 
were three counties in which a Repub­ 
lican county optionist might he de­ 
feated by a Democrat at the general 
election. 
The situation In the house was about 
the same, he said. 
He was sure of 66 
out of 120 and thought that the com­ 
plete returns and the election in No­ 
vember might add about a half dozen 
to that number. 
As all th** senators are elected for 
four years this seems to make it cer­ 
tain that no county option bill will 
pass within that time at least. 
But 
there is a demand from every section 
of the state for a legislative reappor­ 
tionment to be based on the 1910 cen­ 
sus, as there has been no apportion 
ruent since 1897. 
If a general appor 
tionment bill is passed the constitu­ 
tion 
provides 
that 
every 
senator’s 
term expires and in that case the 
whole fight will be fought over in 
1912.

Drowned Comrade— A S tarving M iner 


Unearthed the “ W elcom e Stranger.” 


Nowhere does fortune indulge her 
love of the dramatic and the sensa­ 
tional more fully than in the gold 
fields. 
Take, 
for 
instance, 
the 
story 
of 
the discovery of the world 
famous 
••Blanche Barkley” nugget in the early 
days of Australian gold mining, which 
sent a thrill around the world. 
Sam­ 
uel Napier, a sailor, with his brother 
charles and one Robert Ambrose, their 
cook and general handy limn. had been 
digging for gold for six months at 
Kingovver. about forty tittles from Ben­ 
digo. without discovering as much of 
the precious metal as would pay their 
living expenses, when one August day, 
to tell the story in Napier's own words: 
"W e had dug down about 
fourteen ; ° 
feet to the pipe clay stratum and were 
o 
shuffling around in the l>ottoni of the 
° 
shaft mon* dead than alive from the 
heat, 
old Ambrose lit his pipe and 
leaned against the side of the hole to 
rest. 
Just 
tlien I struck something 
with my pick. 
I turned it up so the 
light could strike It. and. by jiminy. 
it was a chunk of gold as big as a 
hubbard squash:" The nugget sold for 
$35,000 
Among Hie thousands who Hocked to 
the Victorian gold fields In the early 
fifties were two Cornish miners. John 
Den son and Richard Oates, who staked 
a claim near the village of Moliaque. 
They set to work with vigor, confident 
that in a few months they would be 
j>Die to retire to their native Cornwall 
rich men. but their expectations were 
doomed to cruel disappointment. 
Not 
only months, but many years, passed 
and found them still as far removed 
from fortune as at the beginning, and 
by 1809, fifteen years after they began 
their search for gold, they were re­ 
duced to the last straits. 
Starvation 
stared them in the face. 
in despair the miner seized his pick 
and wandered ti way to the outskirts of 
the gold field, and as he wandered, 
downcast and heavy hearted, he no­ 
ticed a gleam of yellow in a rut made 
by a peddler’s cart. 
Lifting his [lick. 
with a few frantic blows he brought to 
light an enormous nugget, which, with 
all his strength, he could barely raise 
an inch front the ground. 
The nugget. 
which was soon known tho world over 
as the “ Welcome Stranger.” actually 
weighed two hundredweight and was 
sold for nearly $50,000. 
And these were I tut a few of the 
many similar blocks of gold discovered 
In Australia under equally dramatic 
conditions 
While a native shepherd 
named Kerr was tending his sheep one 
his attention was arrested by a 
yellow rock projecting ti few indies 
above the soil. 
In ids excitement at 
the discovery lie ran to fetch his mas­ 
ter. 
The 
rock 
was 
unearthed 
and 
proved to be a nugget of two hundred­ 
weight. from which IOO pounds of pure 
gold were extracted. 
A few years later another monster 
nugget made its appearance at Balla­ 
rat. 
A party of miners had worked a 
claim to a depth of sixty yards when 
one of them struck with his pickax a 
hard, irregularly shaped mass, which 
on being unearthed proved to be a 
block 
of almost 
pure 
gold 
twenty 
inches long 
a foot wide and seven 
inches deep. 
Its weight was almost

In the country all sorts of homely 
devices are used to catch the bugs and 
kill them, and an Oregon man who 
probably bad his apple orchard over­ 
run by some destructive species pat­ 
ented a trap for the pests. 
A barrel has pieces cut out of the 
upper portion aud Is half filled with 
rotten or braised apples or some other 
odoriferous 
fruit 
On 
top 
of 
the 
barrel is placed a pan partially filled 
with 
water, oil 
or some poisonous 
liquid. 
From the apex of a tripod 
that keeps the basiu from falling off 
the barrel hangs a lantern. 
In the daytime the insects will be 
attracted by the odor of the fruit, and 
in flying up to feast many of them ara 
likely to fly Into the water. 
At night 
the lantern is lighted, and bugs will 
come from afar to flutter against it 
and meet their death in the liquid be­ 
low.
